last week. Prophesying a new re- 
ligion, Dr. Eliot aaid: 

"It .will not be bound by doyina or 
creed. Its workings wilT be simple, 
but ilK field of action liniitle.s>*. Its 
<.ii.s< i|)line will be the tiaiiiin(f in the 
<le\ eli)i>nient of co-opciative ),''im)(I- 
will. It will attack all loi'ni> nt e\il. 
'J'liere will be no HUporuutnra I ele- 
inent; it will ]iluce no reliuiK-e im 
anythiiiv but the laws of nature. 
Prevention will be the watchword 
and a aldlled surgeon one of its 
members. It will not deal chiefly 
with sorrow and death, but with joy 
and life. Liod will be so itnniinent 
that no intermediary will be needed. 
Its {triests will strive tn iinpri>v« 
sciciul and iiidiisl rial cdiidil imis. The 
new religion will not altemiit to 
reciincile people to present ills, but 
the promise of future couipeiiKa- 
tlon." 

These Bocialiatie utterances had 

hardly appeared in the press before 
Dr. 'Kliot was l)elabored from all 
sides, and the man who seems to 
have wielded the most \vtif,'-|il was 
the liiffht Itev. James .\. McFuul, ' 
Itisliop of Trenton, N. J. Said the ' 
lllv|i<i|i in part: 

- It appears that Dr. Eliot has now 
assumed the role of a prophet. I am 
Morry for this, because always I have 
<>steemed Dr. Eliot highly and have 
observed that modern propheta are 
not very sucoessful In th^ir prognos- 
tication's. In my comments noon re- 
ported assertions of the Doctor my 
point of view mnst bo that of n 
Cliri-tiaii ami a Catholii'. l»r. Kliot. 
I am infornieil, is a I nilarian, and 
tlierefore denies the Trinityand the 
<livinity of Jesiis Christ. Conse- 
quently be ia not a Christian. It is 
easy therefore to draw the con- 
oluaion that our ideas upon religion 
must be very different. 

"It haa become fashionable in tlip 
last few years 1o speak of tlic 
cliiircli in a very wide sense, and as 
including the ■loctrine'^ of various 
non-Catholic denominations, some of 
which are contradictory to one an- 
other. Thns some, in speaking of 
the church, would include Chriatiana 
and non-Christians, or Catholics. 
Episcopalians, Baptists, \Tptti.)dists. 
etc., and Unitarians nndci ilf term 
•church.' When I speak of the 
church I mean the Cathidic clniri-h, 

?overned V)y the suncssor of St. 
eter and the vii-nr of Christ in 
Rome. I consider her Bli>ne the 
Christian cliurch in the Strict aense 
of the word. 

"It would be ludieroua, were It not 
ao pitiable, to hear a man of Dr, 
Eliot's reputed learning and char- 
acter outlining the Clnirch of the 
future.' (iod help humanity when 
it has to deal with tiie so-ialleil re- 
ligion of the future. (atliolii-^ al- 
ways held that rclijrion is a neces- 
sity, and it has been just ns neces- 
.sarv in the past, just as necessary in 
the present as it ever will be In the 
future. We have not to wander 
about in the midst of doubt and con- 
foaion looking for reliffions of the 
future and dissatisfied ^^i1ll that 
which we possess, like llir I nilarian 
and other denominaiio:!--. 

"The Doctor say> I lie I ' li^'ioii of 
the future will 1"' bound by iio 
dojrma or creed, lu that case it will 
be a sort of nondescript, jelly-fish 
religion. It will be hard to find, not 
easily caught, and difflcylt to retain. 
In fact, few eTsn will be able to 
reeognlse it when brought Into con- 
tact with it. I am amazed wh« n I 
hear men of presumed leaminn talk- 
ing of reliffiiui witlioiii do^fiua or 
creed. It is like talUiiiu .f biiilduitr 
H ),.,use without u f,.u . 1.1 .11. How 
could anv religion exist unless it 
had fundamental principlea? He 
says the workings of the rellrion of 
the future will be aimple. Tea, I 
ahould say eo, in more senses than 

^"'It will attack nil forms of evil 
In' that case it will not differ from 
the Christian church. She has been 
attacking all forms of vice for nine- 
teen centuries, and she ot^nda aa the 
only Institution whleh offered an 
effective barrier during the ages to 
evil of every deacription. It is trm 
she has not succeeded in 
ing evil, but she haa greatly limited 
ita influence and its progress, and 
die ia atlll warring a^-ainst u as 
«ourageouslv as when she uproote. 
the unspeakable vices of ,|iH-,enl 
paganism l.et me assure the Docto, 
that to the Catholic church alone 
has the promise been made by her 
Divine Founder, that she never shall 
fall, and that she shall be the church 
of the future until the consumma- 
tion of ages. All signs point to the

According to advii'cs from Wu.sh- 
iiigton, D. ('., a statisti<-al study of 
the wood-using industries of Ken- 
tucky will be commenced early next 
month bv the State Board of Agri- 
culture, Foreatry and Immigration 
in co-operation with the UnHed 
States Forest Service.

will he publislied and distributed 
among thoae intereated.

John Meehan, a noted civil engineer, 
and the other was Patrick E. Koacli, 
a famoua contractor. Col. .Meehan 
died at his home in I'.ri wster. .N. V.. 
on .Saturday. Duiiiif; Lincoln's ad 
ministration (HI. Meiliaii was in the 
(io\crnment coast sur\r\ and was 
with iialleck, Sheridan and Horace 
I'orter in martial engineering. Be- 
fore coming from Ireland to Amer- 
ica he was chief of the Koyal 
Kngineers hi the Britiah army. After 
the war he superintended all tlie 
topograjihical surveys of the t'roton 
water shed and the ahed of the pro- 
]>osed Ashokan dam. He was eighty- 
two years old. 

Patrick Koacli also dieil on Satur- 
day at the home of his daujjhter, 
Mi^s. Jlarry A. Verhage, of Cincin- 
nati. He waa born in Ireland in 
iK)i7 and came to America when a 
young man. Aa a member of the 
'firm ..f I'.oyle * Roach he built the 
first ^.M-eat (iovernment locks of 
Saull Ste Marie river, and the con- 
struction of the Louisville and I'ort- 
land canal was the result of bis 
genius as a builder. .Viiothcr of his 
suciM'Ksful jirojects was the tunncl- 
\un through the mountains of Ken- 
tucky and Teuneaeee for the con- 
struction of the Cincinnati Southern

\V<ird has been received bere that 
Uie itev. Father Albert Stroeble ha- 
received extraordinary honors from 
Pope Pius X. in being permitted to 
administer the sacrament of con- 
firmution to the cidored Catholics tu 
whom he is ministering on Old Prov- 
idence Island, ill the Carribean Sea, 
The new.- was first communicated !o 
the .Most Kev, A. Driosclii, Arch- 
bishop of Cartagena, Culntnbiu, 
South America. It will be remem- 
bi-red that Father Stroebele waa 
pastor of 8t. Auguatlne's church for 
(ilore<l people in this city in 189V. 

Father Stroebele left the diocese 
if Louisville in 1901, and devoted 
himself to missionary work among 
the eidoied people on Old I'rovideuc 
Island. I j. to thai time there wee- 
no Catholics on the island. For 
three weeks he preached in one of 
the Protestant churches, and at thf< 
end of that time paator and people 
became Catholics. Later Father 
Strobele returned to the I'nited 
.States and under permission of Car- 
dinal (Jibboiis and the late ,\rch- 
bisliop rid'i 1' .1 l.it ( (I funds to 
coiiliiiiic hi.- Work. From the alms 
thus collected he refiirni'd to Old 
Providence Island und erected a 
Catholic church. 

The Rev. Father St. John, an 
American priest, went to the ialand 
four years ago, and the number of 
oonve'rts has been so great that a 
second mission church has been 
built. Recently Father Stroebele 
has been I'lilargintr hi- missionary 
labors by working in Cuba and is at 
present engaged in eatablishing an 
American colony there. He does not 
expect to return to Old Providence 
Island until NoTenber, when he will 
administer the rite of confirmation 
to those properly preparea.

Dominic's day falla on the fourth 
of August, but will be celebrated on 
the Sunday following. The Porti- 
uncula was inaugurated by the fol- 
lowers of St. I'raneis of Assisi, who 
was a contemporary and friend of 
the ffieat St. Koininie. Both occa- 
sion- will be diil\ oli-er\eil by the 
tiitliful in Louisville. .\s Saints 
Domiiiii' and Francis were loii- 
temporaries und friends, so also are 
their followers at the present day 
all over the world. The brown gowii 
of the Franciscan and white robe of 
the Dominican are found working 
together for tlie betterment of man- 
kind all <)\cr the worlil. St. Dominic 
lit'd ill 1';:.M and St. Francis of .\ssisi 
five year- liter. 

'I'he J'ort iuiiciila takes its name 
from a church in Italy where St. 
Francis of Assisi used to minister. 
It was known as the church of the 
little gate." Many miraclea were 
|>erfornied there, and later an in- 
dulgence Was granted to all who ap- 
proached holy communion and 
prayed for the intention of the Pope 
in that cdiurch. Later .\ii>fiist :: was 
iiaiii.-il as the day for the annual 
elebration of the Portiunciila and 
the indulgence was extended to all 
hurches where the third order of 
St. Francia had been canontcally 
establiahed. 

This year confessions in prepara- 
tion for the feaat nay be made to- 
day, tomorrow or Monday morning, 
and commnnion received in any of 
the privile^'cd churches on Sunday 
or .\iondiiy. .\ plenary indnlfjenci', 
wliirh may U' ajiplicd to the souls in 
purpatory, inny he ga in ed as often 
as one visits one of the privileged 
church from 8 o'clock this afternoon 
until amnset Monday, provided, of 
course, that during each riait pray- 
ers are aaid for the Intentions of 
the Pope. 

St. Dominic's day will be eide- 
brated on Sunday, .\u^••ust s. and the 
Doininieaiis have invited the Very 
Kev. Father lti<diard Wuerth. O. F. 
M.. and several other Franciscans to 
celebrate the high mass at St. Louis 
Bertrand's church. Ba^ year it is 
customary for the Dominicans to 
have the Franciscans say the mass 
on St, Dominic's day, and on Si 
Francis' day the Fniueiseans retiirn 
the courtesy. 

St. Franc-is and St. Dominic both 
founded ^M-eat orib-r-. One dcvoteil 
his life 1o works of charity, while 
the other founded an order of 
jireailiing friars. In the twelfth 
centurj- St. Dominic set out to com- 
l>at the tide of heresy that was 
sweeping over France. He was em- 
inently successful and In his work 
preached a great deal on the holy 
rosarv. Both lived to aee their or- 
ders 'flourish and to have convents 
and nioiiasterics in many lands. 
From the time of St, Francis and 
St. Dominic t.. the present the 
greatest friendship has existed 
among their followers.

The Rev. Father John >*• Chidwick 
has been appointtd President of St. 
.Joseph's Seminaisy at Dunwoodie. 
St. .Toseph's Is luie greatest <if all 
the theolojriciil semiiiaiies in the 
rniled States cndni ted by secular 
priests. It is from that plac-e that 
most of the yoiinjr priest- of the 
archdiocese of New \itvk an- grad- 
uated. The ap))c)iut ni. Tit of Father 
Chidwick has been received with sat- 
isfaction throughout the archdio- 
cese. He will be Buceeded as pastor 
of St. Ambrose church by the Rev. 
Dr, .Tames .T. Driscoll. who re<-ently 
resigned as head of the seminary at 
Dunwoodie. 

Father Chidwick is forty-six years 
old and ,i iiiilivc of .New York City. 
.\f»er eonipleling a course in Die 
parochial schools and at \l .1 iihat tan 
College he jmrsued his theological 
studies at the seminary In "Troy. 
After his ordination he was as- 
sistant to the paator of St. Stephen's 
church. New larif City, for several 
years, and in IPO.^ he wa- appointed 
Chaplain in the Ciiitid Si;il.- navy. 
He was Chajilain of the liattleship 
Maine when it wns blown up in the 
harbor of Havana in l-"ebriiary, ISflS. 
nnd his heroic devotion to the sur- 
vivors of that tragedy increased his 
already great pofsilarity In the navy. 

In l'90.T Father Chidwick was ap- 
pointed pastor of St. Ambrose's 
church. New York City, and under 
his guidance the membership of the 
congregation has greatly Increased. 
In ^W^ he was nloo appointed Police 
fhajilain nnd a few weeks nco he 
jireaehed a sermon to the poli.-e in 
St. Patrick's Cathedral. At the 
funeral of Lieut. Petrosino Father 
Chidwick rode on horseback with the 
other police officers.

Last Sunday was a great day iu 
the County Ualway, Ireland, for it 
VNHs on that day that thousands of 
jiilKrinis tiotn every part of Ireland 
and others from all parts of the 
\\..rld jo iiiieveil to ( loa^li Patrick, 
the ,Siiial of Ireland. Moth history 
and liadilion tell 11- that St. Pat- 
lick himself uunctitleU the noble 
mountain by his prayers and fasting 
on Its summit, and for centuries the 
devout people of Connaught liave 
been making pilgrimages to the 
shrine. 

In 1482, history tells us, Pope 
Bugene IV, granted an indulgence to 
all pilgrims who would ascend the 
mountain, or Croafj-li Pairiek. on the 
last Siindav 111 Inly and Kive alms to- 
ward the repair of the \enerable 
chapel, which wa.- ilien crumbling 
with UKe, on the summit There 
also can be found in the archives of 
the \'aiieaii a letter which was Riven 
ill IIS.', hy Octavlan. .Archbishop of 
.Armagh, to two priesis from Ihe ciiy 
of Lyons to testify that they had 
"visited in devout pilgrimage the 
holy mountain on which St. Patrick 
had fasted forty days and nights 
without esrthly food." From these 
Instances snd many more that might 
be quoted It is manifest that the 
modeni |iilgriniagc to Croagh Pot- 
rick Is only the revival of an ancient 
one which was recogni/.ed centuries 
ago at home and abroad hy priests 
and people, I'riuces aud Popcfi 

The modern pilgriiiiai;e.- began 
with the advent of ih. .\io.-i itev. 
Dr. Healy to the archdiocese of 
Tuani. .\\ his direction a chapel 
was erected on the summit of 
Croagh Patrick in I'.HIO. and since 
then the fame of the revived pil- 
grimages have spread to each of the 
Ave continents. On the last Sunday 
la- -July, there .«•» only one 

mass In the little ehapel on the taoun- 
tain. In 1908 there were twenty. 
Ibis year mass was in progress on 
each of the three altars from 9 
o'clock until noon. Two sermons 
were preaihed, one in Irish by the 
Kev. I"aiher .Nicholas Fegan, of 
Kniilstyuion. whose fume for fluency 
in tJaelic Is knov^'ii on both sides of 
the Atlantic. The Rev. Father 
Dernard Kneafsey, O. V. .M,. of Lim- 
erick, preached the sermon in Kng- 
lish. lie exhoried his hearers for the 
honor of St. I'alrick to lake the tem- 
perance iiledge for at least one year. 

The railway companies ran ex- 
eurslona to Weatport frouL all parts 
of Ireland and the fare was un- 
ii#^ually low. Returning to Dublin 
the first train left Westport at <i 
uclock aud other trains, all filled 
with the pious pilgrims, followed at 
iiHervals of twenty minutfs.

Irish (Militii al |.lii M-eology; and in 
conseipieni e v.oi have terrible and 
abysmal deptliH of poverty side by 
side with the fertile lauds that 
might tranaform the poverty into 
comparative prosperity. 

Purchase, which has gone on witli 
such lightning ra|)iility in the richer 
parts of Ireland, ha- been at a stand- 
still in these rcgioiiii with this 
curious and .-leu ab-urd result, that 
relief has come where it was least 
wanted and has been refused where 
il was most wanted. The landlords 
of these dksolate regions have 
proved more greedy and recalcitrant 
than in any other part of Ireland, 
and in short while half the rest of 
Ireland has jiassed from the owner- 
ship of the lanrtloni to that of the 
peo|ie, the congested distrii-ls have 
reniaiiied in the slough of despond. 

.Mr. O'Connor also writes that new 
attempts are being made to diampt 
the Irish porty. He says: 

Though Wlliam O'Brien has re- 
tired, the factioriists have uot ceased 
their attempta to disrupt the Irish 
party. They are engaged in whole- 
aale misrepresentation; they are 
trying amend but to wreck 

BirreTl's bill, because tliejt think that 
if they wre.k liirrell s bill they ipay 
also wreck the Irish party and* the 
leadership of Redmond. 

I am not sure that these efforta 
w ill not l)e sucessful, for the House 
of Lords hates the principle of com- 
pulsory sale so much, hates so much 
the principle of popufSr election t.> 
the congested districts board, and 
hates so much Itirrell's laying aaioe 
$r.,iioo.(KM) a year for the special re- 
lief of these unfortunate regions 
that thev rerpiire little encourage- 
ment to "mubilate the Birrell bill to 
such a nextent as will make It im- 
possible for the Irish party to accept 
the measure. And if that eventiialitv 
should eome to pass Ireland may 
oiice more be thrown into the hor- 
rors and perils of a land war.

No fjreatcr 
service could be done toduv in the 
CHUHc of justice tliuii to have tli 
Americiin people Nimu liccinise 
tliey are ii fiiir-inincled people wliei 
ilii'v do Know just what is the aitu 
ution in l-'raiice." 

A criHis seems to be rapidly ap- 
proaching' in religious niuttera in 
France; the Government appears tu 
l)e al>ondonin^ its cautious seizure 
of one point of vantagre after an 
other in ita attsclcs upon the church, 
and to be determined to force the 
txRue no win one grand final conflict 
with the hierarchy of France. 

Within a few nioiitlis Mix Bishops 
have been presented under the so- 
callicl "separation" law. The Itishop 
of ( mIiois was fined $."> for forl>id- 
cliii^" his fliirlc to send their diildrcn 
tc anti-icligious schools. 'I'lie 
.\rclibislii))) of .\ncli and six of liis 
[iiii'sts were lined •'fill each for the 
same icasoii. Tlicy lia\e refused to 
|ia\ and will probably go to pri.son. 

Th'<- Bishop of Bayonne was fined 
.'i^iiiii for deidiiring excommunicated 
the iinrcliasers of confiscated 
(duirch property. Tne COTincIl of 
State has given judgment in the case 
of the great votive basilica of Mont- 
ninrfre, in Paris. It declares that 
the church forms part of the arch- 
iepisc(>|ia1 "mensa." and il is to be 
confiscated by the (lovci niiii'iil . 

'I'hc editor of Konic sa\s tliat 
other |)rosccMt ions an' in si^'hl; and 
il is (|uitc dear tli:it llie climcli in 
l'"raiicc is entering.' into the last 
sla),'c of the conflict that will mean 
deatli or victory. The rceent letter 
from I'ins X. to Col. Kelk'r lias lucn 
falselv lienildeil In the .\n I i-('lcricals 
as u eonileiniiat ion of repuldicanisni 
in general, and of the French repub- 
lic in particular. Needless to nay, no 
such interpretation can with any 
juntice be placed upon it; nor was 
it so intended by the Holy See. 

On their side the meml>er8 of the 
French hierarchy are lining up In 
the conflict, with Cardinal Andrieu 
as the great <'enfral figure. .Miout 
him are gathered all his fellow 
liishops. Kighty-fivc of tliem liave 
uritteii to him letters of confjr.-il u- 
lalioii and of adherence to the st;ind 
111' h.'is taken. 'I'hc Itishop of 
r.avoiinc. siininioned in liis turn bt* 
foie the livil court, also niaile a 
splendid ileclaration of (uinciples. 
" There ,i rc some who believe," lie 
s;u<l, "that in this world there is 
l>ut one power, the civil poewr. In 
truth there are two. To the civil 
power Ood has entrusted the tem- 
poral order: for the »natters relat- 
ing to the religious order Tie has 
constituted a spiritual sovereignty 
entrusted to His church. These t\v»> 
powers have each their proper and 
distinct dumaiii: they are therefore 
Indepeiidi III The church has the 
liyht of I ipi losi ii^' the intrusion of 
the Stall' in its domain, as the Slate 
can repel the Incursions nf the 
liiirch ill piiri'ls ii\il affairs. 
"Ilie Caesars, made iincasv an 
jealous liy t/i.s rival power which 
proeliiimed its dominion nvvr nien"s 
souls, tried to (dttain poSHesaion of 
il for their own purjMiseK. or to d*- 
iroy it. Tliey conunand the 
apostles to be silent; the apostles 
refuse to obey and are cast into 
prison and put to death. I have said 
that there are laws which it is a 
duty to disobey. And I have snid 
that to Iny it ilowu as a principle 
that the law is to l>e blindly obexe l 
in all that it commands or lyohibiis 
ibsnrd iiiiil monsi roils. it Woiihl 
mean the glorification of serviiiiile 
and tyranny. When a law is in op- 
position with the divine law. or 
when it violates the rights of con- 
seieiice. it is no longer a law. . . . 
In nie you have not a revolutionary 
fore you. The Bishops are the 
iiost respectful of citizena toward 
ill just lawsr but they are also the 
lefenders of the rights of < on- 
Hciences; and in pertain cases tiny 
ave a misaioii'to proteet tbe weak 
>v resistinar the ■tronsr.'*
